AT THE Toronto, Ontario, assizes, Oct. 25th, $7,500 
damage was awarded the Metallic Roofing Company 
in its suit against the International Sheet Metal Work- 
ers’ Union, on charges of boycott and _ intimidation. 
The suit was begun almost four years ago and was 
lengthened by the argument of the defendants that the 
union was not a corporation and could consequently 
not be sued. The decision was given by a jury. 








For THE first forty-one weeks of 1905 the total num- 
ber of freight cars ordered by railroads amounts to 
196,672. This is more than one thousand cars in ex- 
cess of the highest previous figure for a whole year. 
1902 had the best previous record with a trifle over 
195,000. The number of passenger cars ordered by 
railroads during the first forty-one weeks of 1905 is 
well above the whole of 1904 and 1901. It is almost 
equal to the whole of 1903 and about seventy-five per 
cent less than all of 1902. The number of locomotives 
ordered during the forty-one weeks of 1905, is in ex- 
cess of any whole year back as far as 1902. All car 
manufacturers are reported to be crowded with orders 
and deliveries within the period of six months are not 
to be expected. 





THE use of jointless flooring, made from pulverized 
wood fiber and other materials and laid in a plastic 
condition on a cement foundation was begun in Ger- 
many about ten years ago. This flooring has proved 
so successful that several other mills manufacturing 
the same product were started and are now running 
prosperously. The problem has been to make a con- 
tinuous flooring which will fit closely at its junctions 
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with the upright walls, and be not only fireproof but 
impervious to liquids, dust and vermin of all kinds. 
It is also hoped to make this flooring a poor conductor 
of heat and sound, easily cleaned, neat and attractive. 
All of these requirements seem to have been met suc- 
cessfully by at least a few of the different factories 
now making the product in Germany. 








MANUFACTURERS, commission men, jobbers, pro- 
ducers, retailers—shippers of all kinds—met Wednes- 
day, October 25, at Steinway Hall, Chicago, to come 
to an agreement regarding regulation of railroad 
rates to be enacted by the coming federal congress. 
On Thursday two factions were formed f 
ing President Roosevelt’s alleged plans, the other, 
headed by President Parry of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, advocating a less stringent

conflicting ideas divided into two distinct bodies and 
held rival conventions within half a block of 
other.

“We, the undersigned delegates, for ourselves and 
for the association or organization which we repre-

sent, indorse the principle of the call for an inter- 
state commerce law convention and indorse and agree 
to support the legislation as outlined in the president's 
last annual message to congress, to so amend the inter- 
state commerce law that the interstate commerce com- 
mission shall be given the power where a given rate 
has been challenged and after full hearing found to 
have been unlawful to prescribe what shall be a law- 
ful and proper rate to take its place, the ruling of the 
commission to take effect immediately.” 

It is probable that the Parry faction will either re- 
turn to the main body, after having been granted cer- 
tain concessions, or that it will draw up resolutions 
favoring legislation that will destroy the abuses exist- 
ing at present in railroad circles rather than the fund- 
amental principles themselves.

Which of these children 
is mine?” Whether or not the heads of some of the 
largest hardware.manufacturing concerns would rec- 
ognize all of their numerous brands, stamped with a 
hundred totally different appellations, if these brands 
were promiscuously displayed in a hardware store, is 
a matter of argument at least. It is certain that very 
few hardware dealers can. 

A manufacturer of carpenters’ tools, as the Stanley 
Rule & Level Company, has a large number of differ- 
ent styles of almost every tool included in the output. 
These styles must be differentiated. In consequence, 
there result the Axle Grease plane, the Cut Throat 


shaver or the Hell Bent auger. Or the manufacturer 
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may decide to favor the inventor and the products of 
geniuses may be recorded in the annual catalogue 
under the cognomens, the Weinstoeber plane, the 
Plancon shaver or the Rafferty auger. It will be seen 
that in both of these possible and actual instances 
the name of the manufacturer is omitted. 

The system of using a trade name other than the 
manufacturer's is almost universal in the case of stove 
and furnace concerns. Examples such as the Round 
Oak, the Gilt Edge, the Quick Meal, the Clermont; 
the Crown, or the Emperor are widespread. In fact, 
it may be said in the majority of cases, manufacturers 
use their own names for the concerns and a fanciful 
or an inventor’s name for the products. 

The practice is perfectly proper and desirable in the 
primary stages of mercantile transaction. A hardware 
dealer sees the advertisement of the King-of-All parlor 
heaters in a trade paper. He complies with the re- 
quest and sends to the Makem & Sellem Company, 
Geneva, N. Y., for catalogues. The dealer finally de- 
cides to try a sample order and installs two of these 
heaters in his community. The stoves do not give 
good satisfaction and the dealer does not repeat the or- 
der. In the course of five or six years the dealer may 
be called upon to repair one of these stoves. The fire- 
box may have given out. If the name of Makem & 
Sellem Company appears on the stove or if the dealer 
remembers the name or has kept his old account 
books, the repair can be made without difficulty. If, 
however, the name can be ascertained from none of 
these sources, the dealer is in a quandary and the 
Notes and Queries department of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN is the only resort. 

The point is more obvious in the case of carpenters’ 
tools. Without bringing up the case of jobbers’ pri- 
vate brands, which in every case are sure to prove 
a source of perplexity, it is interesting to note the 
extreme inconvenience which fanciful or inventors’ 
trade names quite often bring about with the genuine 
brands. Let us assume that a hardware dealer in 
Sozodont, Wyoming, builds up a good trade on 
Utopian planes or Dennison hand screws’ He buys 
these tools from a jobber. They are made by Bruno 
& Fido, Osceola, Iowa. The jobber may discontinue 
selling these brands or the dealer man change his 
base of supplies. In either case the jobber may be 
loath to reveal the manufacturer’s name and address 
and the dealer may have disposed of the boxes in 
which the tools came. When a call is made for the 
Utopian plane or the Dennison hand screw, the dealer 
must substitute something else “just as good,” or must 
write to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN for information. 

There are two cases in which the difficulty in a case 
like this is practically nil. If the brand is to have 
a fanciful trade-mark, the name may be carried into 
the firm name, as Globe ranges manufactured by the 
Globe Stove & Range Company. This concern goes 
even further and usually appends to their trade name 
the phrase, “Made in Kokomo.” Secondly, some far- 
sighted manufacturers have carried the number sys- 
tem all through their line. Thus we have Stevens’ 
Number 510 cleaning rod. There are not many pro- 
gressive dealers who could not recognize the J. Stev- 
ens Arms & Tool Company under the abbreviation. 
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This second method of differentiation is perhaps more 
convenient for the manufacturer himself. 

Manufacturers who use fanciful or inventors’ trade- 
marks, but whose present system is too firmly rooted 
to admit of change, would probably find it profitable 
to stamp their firm name and trade-mark plainly and 
indelibly on all their products. The hardware dealer 
would appreciate the presence of this most vital item 
of interest. 








DracGInGc the business of life into the family 
hearth is considered neither the best of taste nor a 
profitable investment. As a rule, eight 
ss or ten hours of mental and physical 
exertion are sufficient to draw forth the 
best in man and mind. A possible ex- 
ception may be made, however, when it is merely in- 
cumbent upon the toiler to accept a snug little sum 
that might not accrue if the affair were allowed to 
rest over night. 

The telephone has come into such universal use, 
that the benefits to be derived from its service should 
be studied and acted upon. In all places where the 
telephone is being used at all, it is probably to be 
found in the hardware stores. Hardware dealers are 
progressive and were quick to foresee the advantages 
of telephone exchanges. However, many hardware 
stores close in the evening. Between 6 p. m. and 
6 a. m., a call from one end of the wire would pro- 
duce no response from the hardware man. The use 
of the telephone for half the twenty-four hours is 
neglected. 

It is very possible that most dealers have homes 
to which they may repair in the evening and it is 
probable that these homes are not, as a rule, in or 
about the hardware establishment. It is possible, 
however, that, inasmuch as hardware dealers are 
usually a prosperous lot, they may have a telephone 
in their homes as well as their places of business. It 
is these home telephones that may be utilized success- 
fully. 

It is universally recognized among tradespeople 
that the quicker a bargain is clinched, the better. If 
a clerk can sell a stove in the store, that stove is sold 
and remains sold. One person in ten will revoke an 
actual order. The longer that order is put off the 
slimmer the chance of its being given. But, as a 
rule, the advice of more than one person is consid- 
ered desirable before a-stove, a furnace, a roof, or 
a washing-machine is purchased. The wife visits the 
store, looks over the line of ranges, and goes home 
to talk it over with her husband. That talk is almost 
always held at night, between 6 and ro p.m. A de- 
cision is reached. If that decision is favorable, the 
dealer should know of it at that time—not the next 
morning after a night’s cooling off, when the verdict 
may have been reversed. The mental machinery of 
the dealer should be set at work to get that order 
at night, at his store or home, as may suit his per- 
sonal arrangements. The telephone is a good means. 

And then again, the special advertisements that a 
dealer may invest in, should be allowed to pay to 
their fullest extent. Whether the publication in which 
the advertisement appears is morning or evening, the

fact remains that it is in the evening that the columns 

are scanned most eagerly. Man and woman are apt 
to find little leisure for more than cursory reading 
during the day, whatever their circumstances. Sup- 
pose you offer a bona fide copper wash boiler for 
$1.65, advertising the fact in your local papers. Let 
us suppose both you and your customers consider 
the offer exceptional. At the bottom of your adver- 
tisement, you add: “Stock going fast. Telephone your 
order after 6 p. m., Exchange 490.” You would get 
a large percentage of orders from those actually in 
need of boilers, from those who will need them in a 
month or so, and from those who won’t need them 
for a year. 

The psychological moment must be studied. There 
is a moment to strike and a moment to retreat. In 
neglecting to use the night service of the telephone, 
‘the dealer neglects to utilize one of the most prac- 
tical and generally accepted results of psychological 
study. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

A young man who recently inherited one of the larg- 
est fortunes ever produced in even this profitable coun- 
try has defended the trusts by the following compari- 
son: “The American Beauty rose can be produced 
in all its splendor only by sacrificing the early buds 
that grow up around it. The rose has one hundred 
buds and, in order to produce the American Beauty, 
the gardener goes around it with a knife and snips 
nine hundred and ninety-nine, in order that all the 
strength and beauty may be forced into one bloom.” 

The young man’s defense of the trusts can be an- 
swered, pro or con, according to individual opinion. 
I should like to use the simile as an instance of what 
does or does not go on within a man’s own life. Early 
in his life, John D. Rockefeller took out his pruning 
shears and snipped away all of the little accessories 
that go to build up a man’s own life. As announced 
in a recent interview, Mr. Rockefeller gave up good 
fellowship. He devoted his time to reading scientific 
and business literature, instead of the entrancing novel. 
Never in his life, according to his statement, has he 
ever touched a drop of liquor. The cigar and pipe 
were not for him. Instead of attempting to be an art 
critic and a millionaire at one and the same time, he 
gave up art in order to become a multi-millionaire. 
Throughout the course of his whole life, Mr. Rocke- 
feller had one purpose in view, and eliminated all other 
purposes or desires which failed to contribute to one 
end. He concentrated all his energies upon one focus. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s case is similar to that of almost 
all conspicuously great men. There are some men 
who are great in more than one way. Shakespeare 
might be cited as an example of a good all-around man 
who was sublimely successful in one line. Shakes- 
peare is said to have been quite wealthy, also to have 
been a good companion. So little is known of Shakes- 
peare’s life, however, that the case could not be cited 
as a forceful exception to the rule, that if a man wants 
to be successful, he must concentrate all of his atten- 
tion and all of his ability upon one particular field, to 
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the neglect of others, In support of the rule, the ex- 
ample of hundreds of other men may be offered. 
Practically all of the literary men, practically all of 
the great theorists, practically all of the thinkers, prac- 
tically all of the religious leaders knew less than noth- 
ing about pursuits outside of their own. Daniel Web- 
ster was a child when it came to finance. He was one 
of the greatest orators the world has ever known. Sir 
Isaac Newton possessed a wealth of knowledge regard- 
ing the sidereal worlds, but was so ignorant of the 
ordinary domestic and practical affairs of life that he 
made two holes in his door, one large and one small, 
to allow the cat and her kitten to get into the house. 
Napoleon was supreme as a general, perhaps as a 
statesman ; but Napoleon’s domestic affairs, his dispo- 
sition, his religious nature, his constitution all suffered 
in proportion as his mental nature was developed. 
The eccentricities of genius are too numerous to men- 
tion. 

It all amounts to this. 
is giyen a certain quantity of attributes which, when 
summed up in the aggregate, amount to the aggregate 
possessed by another man. The distribution of the 
attributes may not be in the exact proportion possessed 


Each man when he is born 


by other beings. For instance, one may be more lit- 
erary than mechanical, while another is more mechan- 
ical than literary. Nevertheless, each man at his birth 
is given the power to develop these different faculties 
or to leave them undeveloped. One faculty may be 
developed at the expense of the rest, and a great man 
in one particular line produced. The faculties may be 
developed equally and a mediocre man result. Whether 
these faculties will be developed unanimously or singly 
depends upon heredity and environment. Any man 
can succeed in life; it simply depends upon how much 
he is willing to sacrifice to attain success.

Youth is a period of extremes. The boy poet 

crowds his poetry with sentiment and with sensation- 


alism. The boy orator suffuses his speech with elo- 
quence. The boy inventor aims to realize perpetual 
motion. The boy window-dresser either overcrowds 


his window or leaves unsightly voids. What applies 
to the youth also applies to the inexperienced. One of 
the greatest faults to be discovered in the windows 
dressed by the tyro is the jumbling together of all 
kinds of truck without rhyme or reason. The hay 
jork and carpet sweeper stand side by side, amidst an 
infinite number of garden rakes, washing machines, 
stoves, bath tubs, furnace pipes, tin plate, registers, 
garden hose and cherry stoners. So great is con- 
fusion, both in respect to variety and number, that the 
window resembles a junk heap more than anything 
else. 

To be profitable, a window display should contain 
only one or two things, perhaps three, depending upon 
the size of the window. The attention of the spectator 
should be concentrated upon one of these few things 
displayed and should not be detracted by a vast variety 
of other things. Changing the display in the window 
once a week, or once every two weeks, and substitut- 
ing something entirely different will serve to create the 
opinion that the stock behind the window is of ample 
proportions and variety.

A CASE IN POINT, 





Fifteen or more years ago, the postoffice authorities 
at Washington decided to entertain the argument put 
forth by Chicago representa- 
tives in favor of a new post- 
office. The matter was dis- 
cussed for years and then 
building operations com- 
menced. They hung fire after 
work had been started, inter- 
rupted by sixty or more 
strikes, by negligence on the 
part of the contractors, and 
by other more or less neces- 
sary procrastination in other 
forms. The building was not 
suitable for occupancy until 
two months ago Twelve 
years were spent in the con- 
struction of the building and 
after it was all finished, it was declared by at least one 
federal officer that the twelve years had so increased 
government business as to make a new and larger 
building necessary before the building just erected 
had been occupied: Either the original plans had not 
been on a sufficiently extensive scale or the architects 
and building commission had not appreciated Ameri- 
can progressiveness. 

A similar case is that of the Black Silk Stove Pol- 
ish Works of Sterling, Ill., whose business has in- 
creased so wonderfully during the last ten years that 
the manager, L. K. Wynn, feels that the new building

into which they have just entered, will speedily become 
too cramped for comfort. In this case, however, it 
may be assumed that the managers were a little too 
modest. Possessed of unassuming dispositions they 
failed to take into consideration the enormous strides in 
popularity that they and their output were making. 

The new building is shown in the accompanying il- 
lustration. 

It is one hundred and twenty feet by thirty feet and 
contains cement floors throughout except in the office 
and labelling room. The office is thirteen by twenty- 
eight feet ; the labelling room, twenty by twenty-eight ; 
the manufacturing room, forty by twenty-eight feet 
and the power room, twenty-eight by twenty feet. The 
plant contains all modern conveniences for the manu- 
facture of high grade stove polish, and is two stories 
in height. 

The employes of the building are well situated for 
literary, religious and political work. The Carnegie 
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people, rather than to the clique, were attributes that 
made him respected by all. 

Mr. Van Voorhis was well known in a political way. 
He was a member of Congress and in his second term 
was chairman of the committee on mines and mining. 
Whatever he undertook, he did well and his congres- 
sional work was no exception. As a lawyer, his prac- 
tice was largely of the individual rather than the cor- 
poration type. 

Mr. Van Voorhis died when he was almost seventy- 
nine years old. The funeral was held from his home, 
Oct. 23d. The Reverend S. Banks Nelson officiated.

HONORABLE JOHN VAN VOORHIS. 








On Oct. 20th, Honorable John Van Voorhis, one of 
Rochester, N. Y.’s, foremost lawyers and father of 
Norman Van Voorhis of the Galusha Stove Company, 
passed suddenly away, leaving a vacancy in the city’s 
public life that cannot be easily repaired. Following 
his death, resolutions of condolencé were passed by 
the Rochester Bar Association, the Law Clerk’s Asso- 
ciation and other organizations with which Mr. Van 
Voorhis was connected. 

Mr. Van Voorhis was a giant mentally and physi- 
cally. He was a stalwart champion of what he be- 
lieved to be right and his disregard of outside influ- 
ence, his unwavering devotion to the interests of the 


part of February. Preparations are being made for 
a rousing meeting, owing to the growth in the mem- 
bership during the past year and the fact that the con- 
vention will be held in the metropolis of the state. It 
is planned to utilize an exhibition hall instead of a 
hotel convention room, following the example of sev- 
eral other states. The managers believe this is the 
only solution of the rapacious hotel evil. At the pres- 
ent time over seven hundred merchants are enrolled 
on the membership list. The energetic secretary, M. 
S. Mathews, hopes to increase this number to seven 
hundred and fifty by convention time. It has been 
determined most wisely to co-operate with the other 
states and hold the Minnesota meeting on an open 
date. This method will insure the attendance of na- 
tional officers and trade paper representatives, who 
often find it impossible to attend two or more conven- 
tions held on the same dates.

The members of the Board of Directors of the 
National Credit Men’s Association held the annual 
session at the Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, Oct. 23d 
and 24th. The work consisted principally in harmon- 
izing the efforts of the different local associations 
throughout the country and in systematizing the ben- 
eficial results to be obtained by association work. The 
matter of securing and regulating laws relative to 
debtors and creditors also received attention. 

We have received a circular explaining why Con- 
gress should enact legislation providing for cheaper 
industrial alcohol. It is explained that the United 
States is the only country in the world, at the present 
time, in which no distinction is made between alcohol 
intended for use as a beverage and as motive power. 
At the present, gasoline is being used extensively for 
many purposes for which alcohol would answer. The 
internal tariff on alcohol makes it almost prohibitive 
for industrial purposes. The elimination of this tax 
would reduce the price of gasoline materially, thus re- 
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ducing, among other things, the cost of maintenance 
for automobiles.

It is 
alleged that the companies are members of a trust 
or pool, formed to control output and prices.

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SHORT TALKS WITH COAL USERS, 


ARTISAN 








A stove or furnace is a miniature gas generating 
apparatus. The process of burning coal creates a gas 
which is commonly known as coal gas. This gas is 
inflammable, very similar in combustive effectiveness 
with the gas commonly sold by the gas companies, The 
latter gas is generated in the same way and is sold for 
so much per thousand feet. 

While many users of stoves and furnaces pay for 
artificial gas to be used for lighting purposes, arrange- 
ments have heretofore been so imperfect that in almost 
all cases the gas generated by the users themselves in 
their many apparatus, has been allowed to go to waste 
through the chimney. Various methods have been 
devised to utilize the gas rising’ from the coal and one 
of the latest of these is Shoal’s fuel saving attachment. 

This attachment is composed of a series of gas jets. 
These jets are perforations in a circular disc, made 
in two styles for parlor stoves or furnaces and for 
kitchen ranges. Two cast iron plates resting on a 
separate cast iron frame are placed at the top of the 
fire chamber on a level with the bottom of what is 
commonly known as the dome. It is situated directly 
over the burning fuel, supported in place by a number 
of adjustable cast iron lugs on the outer side of the 
frame.

Principles of Intersection. 


PART XX, PLATE VIII. 
(Copyright, 1905, by Joseph P. Coleman. ) 


INTERSECTIONS BETWEEN MOULDINGS—MOULDINGS IN- 
TERSECTED BY CUTTING PLANES—ANY POSITION IN 
SPACE—A BOOK ON INTERSECTIONS OF MOULD- 
INGS—HOW TO READ THE DRAWING. 

This plate will require considerable description. 
The design and drawing were finished twelve months 
previous to writing the manuscript copy of the descrip- 
tion of the plate. This plate was designed as a sequel 
to the previous plates 4,5, 6, and can be read from four 
points of view. In the first position, Mould A is repre- 
sented as in a gable of a building inclined to the hori- 
zontal at an angle of 30 degrees. Turn the paper to 


the right quarter way around, Mould A is represented 


as in gable inclined to the horizontal at an angle of 60 
degrees. In this position the ground line is vertical. 
Turn the paper to the right another quadrant of a 
circle Mould A appeats in a gable—in an inverted po- 
sition, inclined to the horizontal at an angle of 30 de- 
grees, the plan appears at the upper end of the paper. 
Turn the paper still another quadrant, always to the 
right, Mould A appears in a gable in an inverted posi- 
tion inclined to the horizontal at an angle of 60 de- 
grees. Now turn the paper, bring the Mould A back 
again to the first position as shown in the paper. The 
mould in revolution has traveled around the four quar- 
ters of the globe in a few minutes. I will now begin 
{ 











the description of the operations on Mould A in the 
first position. G-L is the ground line. P-13 on the 
ground line is the face of a brick wall, and also repre- 
sents the projected view of the wall line of gable 
Mould A. The vertical line P-N-I represents the face 
of a return brick wall, right angle in plan, in the ele- 
vation it represents the primitive vertical edge of a 
brick wall—the wall line of Mould C and the vertical 
trace of the cutting plane H-P-1. The horizontal trace 
of the cutting plane is H-P. The cutting plane is 
placed perpendicular to the horizontal and inclined to 
the vertical. The vertical line beginning at point 13 
in the ground line, to the right of the paper, cutting 
through the gable mould—terminating at point 1 in 
the pattern E*, is a vertical trace of a secondary cut- 
ting plane, perpendicular to both planes of projection. 
This line also represents the edge of a brick wall, re- 
turning at right angles to face of front wall, indefinite 
in extent. This same vertical line is the vertical trace 
of the cutting plane, H?, P?-1 and O-M-1, and is also 
used as the wall line of profile D full projection, and 
projected view profile E. The line H'-P" to the ex- 
treme right of the plan is used to revolve the lines 
around a right angle corner, to obtain profile E. Re- 
ferring to the elevation Mould A is placed in a gable 
inclined to the horizontal at an agle of 30 degrees. 
The line 13-1 perpendicular to pitch of gable is the 
wall line. The line 1-2 represents the projection of 
Mould A. The base line of brick wall in gable is a 
very short line, extending from point 13, at base of 
Mould D, to the broken horizontal line passing through 
point 13,-on-pitch of gables. The top line of Mould A 
in gable is a line extending from 2 in a line parallel 
to the ground line to figure 2, Mould D. The pro- 
jected view of the intersection of Mould A by the.cut- 
ting plane H-P-1 is Mould C. Mould B is the inter- 
section of Mould A with the ground line. Mould K 
is an angle section. Moulds E* and E are full size, 
full projection profiles of horizontal return mould at 
top of gable. The former ‘is the plan view, the latter 
is a view in elevation. The return mould is an oeta- 
gon angle in plan—135 degrees. The solutions will 
now follow. 


HOW TO FIND MOULD B. 


H-P is the horizontal trace of a cutting plane. 
Through the points of division on the surface of pro- 
file A, draw the parallel lines parallel to pitch of gable, 
extending to the random line parallel to ground line 
as shown and in elevation a sufficient distance to ob- 
tain profile D as shown. Note—The line parallel to 
the ground line is a random line, drawn at any con- 
venient distance from the ground line. If the paper 
was wider I would have extended the parallel lines in 
the gable to the ground line. This random line being 
parallel to the ground line cuts precisely the same sec- 
tion from the gable mould as if the lines in gable ex- 
tended to the ground line. The parallel lines through 
the gable intersect the random line in points. 2-3-7 
are numbered. Draw vertical lines through all the 
points in the random line extending in the plan far 
enough to space off the projection of gable, Mould A. 
The projection of Mould A is spaced off from the 
ground line—as a measuring base. With the dividers 
space the distance 1-2, top line, Mould A, from ground 
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line, as I-2 on the extreme vertical line. Point 3, 
Mould A, is the same projection; join 2-3 by drawing 
the line parallel to the ground line clear across the 
paper cutting all the horizontal traces of the cutting 
planes in points 3-O-H* and the 45 degrees H' as 
shown. This line so drawn is also the projection line 
of Mould A in plan. Space off the projection of each 
point on Mould A, measuring from wall line, Mould A, 
and from ground line to each vertical line, lines traced 
through the points will give profile B. Through the 
points on profile B draw all the horizontal lines clear 
across the paper, cutting line P-H in points marked by 
a-b-c-d-e-f-g-1-3, and line P*?-H? in points marked 
a-b-c-d-e-f-g-h-i; points on line O-M are not marked, 
but are plainly indicated; the points on line P-H' are 
not marked, but are plainly shown. We will project 
all those points in the vertical plane, cutting the paral- 
lel lines through gable in points to obtain all the pro-

intersect, to find profiles, D, E, C. 
through point a intersects wall line and base line of 
gable in points 13-1 ; vertical line, drawn through point 
b, intersects line 12, base of gable, in point 12; ver- 
tical line, drawn through point C, intersects line 11 in 
gable in point 11; vertical line drawn through point d 
intersects line 10 in gable, giving point 10. Join points 
10-11-12, giving shape of cove in profile D.. Vertical 
line drawn through point D also intersects line 9 in 
gable giving vertical line 9-10. Vertical line drawn 
through point e intersects lines 8 and 7 in gable. Join 
8 tog in profile D. Vertical line drawn through point 
F intersects line 6 in gable, giving point 6 in profile 
D. Vertical line drawn through point g intersects line 
5 in gable, giving point 5 in profile D. Vertical line 
drawn through point h intersects line 4 in gable, giving 
point 4 in profile D. Vertical line drawn through point 
i intersects lines 2 and 3 in gable, giving face 2-3. 
Join points 3-4-5-6-7, giving ogee curve in profile D. 
Join 1 on wall line to point 2, full projection, com- 
pleting profile D. 
HOW TO FIND OCTAGON PROJECTION E’. 

Draw the vertical lines through the points on the 
line O-M to intersect the parallel lines in gable in 
points, similar to the manner in which profile D was 
found. Lines traced through the points will give the 
projected view E*. 

HOW TO FIND THE FULL SIZE OF PROFILE E, THE HORI- 
ZONTAL OCTAGON RETURN. 

Draw the horizontal lines through the points on the 
surface of the projected view, E*, as shown to the 
right of profile D. Draw the vertical lines through the 
points in line P'-H' to intersect the horizontals in 
points marked 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-1 1-12-13, as shown, 
giving profile E.. The principle is: E* is only the 
projected form of the intersection, the points on E* 
are common points to the lines drawn in gable, 
Mould A, and lines concetved to be drawn on the octa- 
gon return moulding, therefore the horizontals repre- 
sent the return mould, revolved so as to show the lines 
on the surface. The profiles of the gable and return 
mould are equal in projection. We establish the pro- 
jection by drawing the vertical lines through 45 de- 
grees lines P'-H' as shown. The full size profile in 
plan is found by drawing perpendiculars to the line 
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P?-H*. Line through A is wall line of the profile. 

The height on this line is equal to the height of wall 

line in E*. The height of each point on surface E® is 

the space on this wall line in E*. Perpendiculars are 

drawn through the points. Then space full projection 

on the perpendiculars, giving the form E* as shown. 
HOW TO FIND T, THE GABLE SECTION CUT. 

On the vertical line space the heights of the lines 
through gable, where they cross the vertical line, 13-1, 
draw horizontals through the points. Vertical lines 
drawn through the points a-b-c-d-e-f-g-h-i to intersect 
the horizontals in points. Lines drawn through the 
points give the gable section cut T as shown. 

HOW TO FIND PROFILE C. 

Through the points d-e-f-g-h-i-3 in line P-H draw 
the vertical lines to intersect the parallel lines drawn 
in gable, in the lines 2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10. Vertical lines 
are not drawn through the letters a-b-c in the line 
P-H. The quarter round mould in C is precisely the 
same as the quarter round in A. Make it so, and mark 
the points 11-12-13 as shown. Point 1 in C is on wall 
line. Join the points and complete the form profile C 
as shown. 1-13 is the wall line. 

Construct Fig. 2, to the left, by drawing the hori- 
zontals through the points 7-8-9-10-II-12-13, and 
establish the same projection as 9-I0-I1I-12-13 in pro- 
file C, 13 being on the wall line. The incline drawn, 
from point 7 on the fillet, Fig. 2, is 30 degrees. Draw 
the vertical lines through points 12-11-10-9-8-7, inter- 
secting this incline in points. Through the points draw 
horizontals crossing the lines in the gable in points 
7-8-9-10-11-12-13. Lines traced through the points , 
give the form of the intersection of the gable mould) 
on the incline 30 degrees.

HOW TO FIND SQUARE MITRE PATTERN C’. 


Extend the vertical line 13-1, profile C, to the upper 
part of the paper, as shown. On this line space the

12-13, as shown on profile C. Draw the horizontals 
through the points. Then draw vertical lines from 
the points of division numbered on C to intersect the 
lines numbered similar in the pattern sheet.

BLISS SAW TOOTH NOTCHING PRESS. 





For rapidly cutting teeth of circular disc saws, the 
machine shown in the accompanying illustration has 
recently been designed by the E. W. Bliss Co., 32 
Adams St., Brooklyn, N. Y. A sample of the work 
done in the machine is shown on the floor. The ma- 
chine is adapted for cutting the teeth of various sizes 
of saws of different diameters, and embodies several 
new and important features. 

After the dies have been set and the press adjusted 
for the work, the operation is as follows: A plain 
blank is clamped between two discs which are fas- 
tened to the revolving spindle in front of the bed of 
the press. This spindle is rotated by a ratchet wheel 





Through the point 7 in Cag 
draw the horizontal intersecting the vertical trace>@ 
13-13. Draw profile F corresponding to lower part 
profile C. The incline is the same as in Fig. 2—30 @ 
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located near the floor. The ratchet is actuated by a 
series of levers and cranks by a pair of bevel gears 
on the main shaft. The long vertical connecting rod 
has an adjusting screw for altering its throw, so that 
it may be accurately set for spacing the saw teeth to 
the required pitch. Approximate settings may be ob- 
tained by adjusting the ends of the connecting rods 
in the slotted bell crank and pawl lever, the final ad- 
justment being made by means of the screw already 
referred to. Depressing the hand levers sets the ma- 
chine in operation, causing the saw disc to revolve 
and the punch slide to descend, cutting a tooth at each 
stroke of the machine. 

A particularly desirable feature of the machine is 
the ease with which its setting may be altered from 
one size disc to another. Heretofore, it has been nec- 
essary to remove a considerable part of the mechan- 
ism to change the indexing device. In this machine

the indexing device is placed at the extreme lower 
end of the spindle where it can be easily removed by 
taking off one nut and a washer. To accommodate a 
different size disc, the spindle carrier is moved from 
or toward the punch by the hand wheel. The spindle 
carrier slides along a hinged table so that the teeth 
of the saw may be punched at the proper rake or angle. 
The table is secured in position by a clamping bolt in 
the fixture just below the lower die bed, engaged in 
the slot of a bracket which is bolted to the table. The 
slots in the levers of the feeding mechanism are made 
use of to compensate for the swinging of the table. 
The machine will cut teeth on discs of eight to 
twenty-four inches in diameter and will cut from the 
largest teeth to sixteen to the inch. The die and punch 
holders also have adjustment for setting them at any 
desired angle, making it possible to set the machine at 
practically any angle required in saw tooth punching 
of this class. . 
The machine is so arranged that saws of small diam- 
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eters and of light gauge may be cut with the press 
driven as a fly wheel press by placing the belt on the 
pulley rim which is fastened to the main gear. The 
gear in this case acts as a fly wheel and the pinion 
and regular driving pulley and fly wheel are thrown 
out of mesh. With the first arrangement the press 
runs at 80 strokes per minute, and when geared at 40 
strokes per minute.

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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

With buyers evincing an almost insane desire to 
cover for their requirements, it takes the strongest kind 
of moral courage to keep prices from rising to a point 
at which the present prosperous market is liable to 
break. Following the prosperous season of 1899, 
prices rose to an excessively high level. An indus- 
trial panic followed, which was attributed by most 
students of the situation to the excessive price scale. 
Influential mills throughout the country are hard at 
work preventing a crisis like that of 1900 at the pres- 
ent time. It seems that their efforts are more than 
partially successful. 

In the meantime, pig iron has moved up another 
notch and local foundry, number two, is being bought 
at from $17.50 to $18.00, Chicago. Southern foundry, 
number two, is on a basis of $14.00, Birmingham. 
Southern basic and silvery irons are scarce and firm in 
spite of recent advances. Lake Superior charcoal is 
sold at a minimum of $18.00. There was little trad- 
ing during the week and, such as there was, consisted 
in small orders. This scarcity of buyers was gratify- 
ing to all interests, there being little stock on hand to 
be offered for sale. 

There is a brisk demand for coke and a decided 
dearth of the product. It is firm at $3.50, Connells- 
ville ovens, for standard seventy-two-hour foundry 
grades. Furnace coke is from $2.50 to $2.75. 

Bar iron continues in great demand and railroads 
have helped to fill the mills with orders. So great is 
the pressure that selling interests are allowed to pick 
buyers. Specifications are heavy and additional ton- 
nages duplicating former orders are greatly in evi- 
dence. Prices are firm at 1.75c. There is a heavy 
demand for steel bars. Prices have not advanced but 
premiums of $2.00 a ton are being received. Orders 
from implement manufacturers are especially numer- 
ous. It is stated that steel bar manufacturers have 
not advanced prices owing to the conservative policy 
now being pursued by many mills. 

The announcement by a local-sheet mill that it would 
decline to take any business except at a figure well 
above the cost price indicates the strengthening senti- 
ment in the sheet market. Nevertheless prices are still 
ragged, although the demand continues in good pro- 
portions. 

New business received by structural steel mills dur- 
ing the week under review, increased the total on 
the books by about four thousand tons. Mills are now 
in a position where they can decline further orders 
without jeopardizing their own interests. 

At the meeting of the Plate Association last week, 
prices were not advanced, although the relative pro- 
portion of supply and demand justified one. It is 
understood that while prices could have been ad- 
vanced without difficulty, mills prefer to avoid taking 
chances, feeling that if prices continue at their pres- 
ent level the ultimate harvest will be greater. 
Buying of standard sections and track supplies by 





the railroads has been discontinued for the present, 
although electrical lines are in the market heavily. 
Light rails and track supplies are very strong, local 
mills being bought up for the next quarter. The Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad swelled Eastern orders by 
about seventy-one thousand tons during the last week. 

Bullish elements received a slight setback in the 
scrap iron market during the last week, but on the 
whole feeling is decidedly optimistic. Prices will, it 
is thought, continue to maintain their present level or 
go still higher. The railroads seem to be controlling 
the situation and it is thought that some are withhold- 
ing their supplies until they can be dumped on the 
market without causing it to break. Railroads dis- 
posed of about five thousand tons during the week 
under review. Stove plate and light cast scrap are 
selling at from $11.50 to $12.00. 


PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

A steadily advancing market with volume of business 
good, expresses the present situation. The total tonnage 
booked during the week will be smaller than for several 
weeks past. The efforts which have been made to prevent 
a runaway market have had their effect, and the sentiment 
against speculative purchase has been growing. Consider- 
ing the tremendous volume of business which is in. prog- 
ress everywhere, the sanity and moderation in advancing 
prices are a highly satisfactory sign. If this same attitude 
can be maintained for the next six months, the country will 
have passed through the most successful period in its history. 
The furnaces everywhere, when not out of the market, are 
limiting the tonnage on which they quote and still considering 
anxiously the prospect of cost for the ensuing year. Heavy 
buying in rails and equipment continues to be the feature. 

The following table, showing orders placed for railroad 
equipment this year, is interesting as confirming reports of 
large buying for this class of equipment, which has been 
going on for several months. The 1905 record is only for the 
42 weeks up to the present time:

If there had been more iron available for the first quar- 
ter and first half of next year, it would all have been bought. 
As it is, with so many leading interests out of the market, 
buyers have been content with what they could get and 
have not pressed their efforts, which would necessarily hasten 
further advances. Under present conditions it is probable 
that furnace stocks will be heavily reduced in October, not- 
withstanding increased production. 

It is reported that the actual weekly capacity of anthracite 
coke and charcoal iron furnaces at the present time is over 
500,000 tons. The coke market continues active and spot 
coke, where available, is only obtainable at largely increased 
prices. There have been a number of furnace contracts closed 
during the week, and other contracts under consideration. 

The transportation problem is still as black as ever and 
cutting a large figure in the situation. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

It is more and more evident that consumption of pig iron 

at the present time is at a rate absolutely unprecedented in 
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this country. Im every direction individual foundries are 
breaking their records, and are using iron far in excess of 
their expectations. Spot iron is in decided demand. This 
comes from the fact that concerns that thought themselves 
fully covered for all the pig iron they are going to need for 
several months are using up their supplies faster than they 
are coming in under old contracts, and are obliged to pur- 
chase new material in order to keep running to the full limit. 
There is growing difficulty in getting raw materials on ac- 
count of the shortage of cars. 

The coke situation is bad now, and is rapidly becoming 
worse. In the Virginia field it is such an important factor 
in supplying the Middle West some of the ovens are abso- 
lutely blocked with coke which they are utterly unable to 
ship. 

The week has seen nothing spectacular in the way of 
heavy transactions, but there has been an eager buying of all 
the odd lots that have been offered. Some belated heavy 
purchasers have been in the market for considerable quanti- 
ties of iron for nearby shipment, but most of the trades of this 
kind are from 100 to 250-ton lots. There is, however, a very 
decided interest being taken now in second quarter business, 
and the week has seen inquiries for various heavy lots for 
shipment April through June. One consumer is trying to buy 
6,000 tons, another 4,000, another 3,000, and there are many 
lesser quantities on which prices are asked. Some of the 
heavy producers are out of the market, and all sellers at the 
present time are going very cautiously. The sentiment among 
consumers generally is one of most decided optimism. Nearly 
all of them are looking for higher prices, believing that there 
is no other logical deduction to be drawn from the present 
facts. The most conservative fully expect present prices to 
remain firm and steady for a long time to come. 

It is one of the most interesting markets that the pig 
iron trade has known. Its possibilities are so great, and the 
forecasts as to what will happen in the new year are many, 
although of course producers and sellers alike are familiar 
with the uncertainties of the trade.

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 

Trade during the week developed one fact conclu- 
sively. Conditions in hardware trade are more than 
usually prosperous and the wonderful buying move- 
ment of September and the first two weeks of October 
shows no signs of letting up even in a slight degree. 
Orders for goods which naturally fall into the months 
of August and September continue in a great many 
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instances, notably in the line of furnace piping, stoves 
and ranges, coal hods, stove shovels, etc. The de- 
mand for wire and wire nails is heavy likewise and 
there is no tendency for any let up in the demand. 

In reviewing trade conditions one expert statistician 
remarked that for the past twelve months conditions 
have been slightly improving each month, showing 
signs of increased strength rather than of exhaustion. 
The phenomenon was similar to that of a snowball 
rolling down a hill. New strength was gathered with 
every foot progressed. An optimistic sentiment pre- 
vails in all quarters. In spite of heavy orders re- 
ceived by jobbers during the past months, these or- 
ders are now being duplicated and triplicated for what 
would seem to be 1906 needs. Numerous orders such 
as these indicate that local dealers have plenty of 
confidence in present conditions and do not look for 
any revulsion in sentiment. A great pressure is noted 
upon the wholesale hardware houses. This is espe- 
cially true as regards builders’ hardware. The num- 
ber of new buildings long ago reached an abnormal 
volume. At the present time the record for 1905 
threatens to double many of the years during the last 
decade. Failures during the week under review num- 
ber 233 in the United States, as against 215 last year.

The copper market continues to gather strength and 
but very small amounts of the electrolytic grades for 
shipment during November and December could be 
had, even at the price of 1634c. Lake grades are held 
firmly at 17c. Casting grades are quoted at 16%c. 
The great scarcity of material is not, however, caus- 
ing any great inconvenience owing to the fact that the 
largest consumers have, for the most part, covered for 
the next three months. 

A slight reaction occurred in the pig tin market 
Oct. 24. This decline, however, did not affect the 
market seriously, and corresponding advances were 
soon made, bringing the price up to 32.62%4c, which 
was fixed as the settling price for October by the New 
York Metal Exchange. 

There is a better demand for all grades of tin plate 
and a firmer undertone pervades all markets. Prices 
on tin plates in London have advanced 6 pence. 

Consumers of pig lead are experiencing great diffi- 
culty in securing spot lots of the desilverized grade. 
All available supplies are firmly held by leading deal- 
ers on the basis of 5.15¢ to 5.40c. Ordinary brands of 
Missouri lead were being sold in the Missouri markets 
yesterday at 5.10c. Chicago price on desilverized 
grades is 4.80c ; on corroding lead, 4.9o0c.
